This board has g56ne Out 
more to the commtunity coOmcerning 
the redesign Plan thar they had 
even during the integration proO- 
gram. ”He believes that although 
tamiliar with the Plan，the pubbc 
”wasn tquite prepared for the fnal 
action.” 

The redesign plan will reorganiZze 
schools in the city System into ele- 
mentary，kindergarten throusgh 
ftfth grade，imiddle，Sixth through 
eighth grade;and tour years of high 
school, Instead of the current three 
years. Busing will be reduced from 
14,000 students to 6,000， and 24 
Schools will be “walk-integrated.” 
Eleven thousand of the district's 
04,000 students will be reassigned. 
At least Six elementary schools will 
be closed thissummer, and four will 
be closed next .year The city s 
Board of Education unanimously 
approved the redesign plan on 
February 14.

People's Political Consujltative Meeting in Peking. Press 
reports Say that when he was about to sign in, he asked the 
attendant it he should sign his name in Tibetan or in Chi- 
nese characters. The attendant told him both languages are 
acceptable. TIhe Lama smilingly said， “My Chinese charac- 
ters are not very good. But [will sign in characterIs.” 

-This little anecdote belies the tremendous changes 
China since the tumultuous days of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion. Several years ago, the Panchen Lama was denounced， 
purged,，and ,probably sent to a farm Somewhere to “be 
reformed through labor” as were thousands of China s 
cadres and leaders, including the Present vice-pIemier TIeng 
Hsiao-ping. 

Strained were the relations with the nation'"s ethnic 
minorities, the overIseas Chinese, the intellectuals, the non- 
Communist population，as well as the military personnel. 
How the Chinese suffered through this Period is now told 
by the Chinese press, in bits and Pieces. Although we may 
we can still see 
the negative effects on anation when poweris concentrated 
ln dictatorial hands. - 

As Chinese Americans, we try to stay away from Chinese 
Politics and place our Priorities here, in the United states. 
But nothing could stop us from applauding the day when 
China's different ethnic groups live in harmony，when its 
society becomes more open，when the people's sufftering 
can be alleviated, and when the nation places the welfare 
of its People above any ideological lines.

Like the Liu brothers， 
the Chan brothers are now under- 
going tests in preparation for 
transplant SUrgery. 


The younger Liu，a cautious， 
aggressive man wha SDeaks Eng- 
lish fuently，described the effects 
of 'his kidney disease succinctly. 

“In a word,”he said,“its very 
uncomfortable.” 

The frequent，sometimes pain- 
ful dialysis treatments，the strict 


“salt-free diet，the headaches，the 


vomiting, and the itching have all 
madeit impossible forELiu to lead 
a rormal life. 


WASTES, 

“Liu suffers from a kidney dis- 
ease known as chronic nephritis， 
The filtering units of his kidneys 一 
the glomeruli 一 have been .de- 


stroyed and cannot manufacture 
Urine to _ ITemove the wastes his 
body produces without the aid of 
dialysis. This disease affects abonut 
60 persons per million in the U.S. 

Phyllis Weber，the transplant 


coordqinator *at the Presbyterian - 


Medical Center, said until 志 iu has 
the transplant，he must continue 
his three four-hour dialysis treat- 
ments each week，Like other pa- 
tients with kidney disease; he will 
remain anemic and must stick to 
his rigidqd salt-free，low-potasium 
diet. 

But after 革 iu receives his broth- 
ers kidney，he could return to a 
relatively normal life 一 a life inde- 
pendent of dialysis machines， Stil]， 
he would have to take anti-rejec:= 
tion medication，and put up with 
its probable side effects 一 a puffy

The success rate for the kidney 
transplant Liu is awaiting，said 
Weber, is remarkably high， Since 
the first such operation was per- 
formed in Boston in 1954，more 
than 90 percemnit of the persons re- 
ceiving a kidney from a sibling 
have recovered satisfactorily，For 
those receiving a kidney from an 
unrelated person，only 50 percent 
have _ successfully accepted the 
transplanted .organ，Yet only 5 
Percent of all recipients have died

Liu Yeung-wWai，whose most ser- 
ious medical problem was the loss 
of part of the jlittle finger on his 
right hand in a childhood acci- 
dent，has no reservations ,about 
the surgery. 

“There's nothing to be afraid 
of he said. “Tm here for my 
brother's Sake. If I 工 were afraid,，I 
wouldnt have come here 位 om 
China.” 

His decision to give his brother a 
kidney was a natural one, he said. 
He was the fittest of the three 
brothers _ still living in Kwang- 
chow. His younger brother，he 
said, was in jll health，and his 46- 
year-old brother was “too old,” 

Liu Yeung-wai left his family， 
friends，and members of his Work 
unit behind in China， After the 
operation，would he remain here 
to care for his brother or return to 
his familyP“I have not given that 
question any thought at this 
time,” said Yeung-wai. “My only 
concern now is to prepare for the 
operation， and hope that my 。 
younger brother will recover com- 
pletely.” 

“My brother is fighting for his 
life,”he said,，“I ami simply doing 
what I_ can，I am not worried 
about Imy future,” 


PROBLEMS 

But before the two brothers 
contemplate the prospects of the 
future，they must confront the 
more mundane problems of sup- 
porting themselves during this crTi- 
tical period. Yuet-man cannot 
work due to the'severity of his 计 - 
ness. Yeung-wai cannot. Work here 
dueto his non-immigrant status. 

Under the provisions of the 
Eederal Renal Disease Act of 1931， 
Medicare assumes the total costs of 
the transplant operation and 80 
percent of the costs of dialysis 
treatments 一 which cost about 
$200 each. 

Until the brothers have the sur- 
gery，recover and return to-work， 
they will need money and other 
necesSities to _ live on， Those who 
are _ concerned with their welfare 
may contact 9elf-Help for the ]- 
derly at 3 Old Chinatown Lane in 
San Francisco.

Go and see 
the exhibition of peasant paintings 
from Huhsien County before it 
ands on March 31. Taken by them- 
selves,the paintings of rural themes 
and Subjects are visually quite 
pleasant and enjoyable, and it is ex- 
citing to See how peasants in the 
countryside have combined a var 
ety :of artistic styles and ap- 
Proachies, everything from very ftne 
line ink and watercolor draftsman- 
ship to the broad， brilliant color 
masses drawn from wall murals and 
woodcut prints. 

BLOSSOM 

There is even more good newsS. 
Although socialist realism has been 
laid on with a trowel, the imagina- 
tion and insight of the individual 
artists who actually executed the 
woOrKS manages，like a Hower 
through the concrete，to break 
through and even to blossom.

This is not to say that art should 
not mirror political or Social com- 
mitment: much of the best art of 
Europe and of Asia is the product 
of the passionate Political OF Te- 
ligious beliefs of generations of 
artistSs. 

What is sadly lacking in this col- 
lection of approved art fromi the 
countryside is a broad hint of artis- 
tic vision that diverges from the 
official line. It is even more unfor- 
tunate thatthe Cultural Center has 
seen fit with this exhibition, to lend 
its name and reputation to the 
fiction that graphics conforming to 
whatever the political line of the 
government happens to be at the 
moment, constitute the malinstream 
of artistic expression and creativity 
In China. 

It would be exciting to see the 
Center begin to search out and 
showcase the diversity of artistic 
vision which is to be found in 
China, in Hong Kong;, in Taitwan, in 
Singapore，in overseas Chinese 
communities and among Chinese 
Americans. The lack of other 
voices，of :other viSsions，in the 
show, is misleading and distressing， 
even within the very real confines of 
what kinds of art can Or cannot 
leave the People's Republic.
